Fifth and Sixth 


streets east and west and Liberty and 
Penn avenues north and south. The 
loss, it is now believed, will be greatly 
in excess of the first estimates, and is 
placed at $3,000,000. 


A number of firemen were injured 


by falling walls ami live wires, but 
none of them were seriously hurt. Fire- 
man George Acheson, who was one of 
the three men in Cecil alley when the 
Jenkins wall fell, 
is missing, and is 


supposed to be under tho debris. The 
names of other firemen hurt are Mike 
Daly, Elmer Crocow, George Meekin, 
William Trwin and Robert Badger. All 
were taken to hospitals.

It begins to look as though a couple 


of~ Soioto county brick manufacturers 
were up against trouble, as the result 
of the investigation into the business 
methods of the Cox gang in Cincinnati. 


The companies alluded to are the 


Soioto Fire Brick company and the 
Soioto Star company, both yards being 
located in Soiotovilie. They, with.the 
Roseville Brick and Terra Oofcta com- 
pany, the Athens Brick company, Har- 
ris Brothers & Lane, the Wassal Fire 
Olay company and the Tennessee Pav- 
ing Brick company, formed a combina- 
tion to control the sales of brick to the 
city of Cincinnati. 
This deal 
was 


made July 8th, 1896, and was engi- 
neered by Major J. A. Eberhardt. 


Sberhardt had previously made a 


visit to each of the companies, which 
made the only brick then allowed in 
Cincinnati contracts, and urged them 
to enter a pool, which would cause a 
rise in the price of brick, save the ex- 
pense of competition and monopolize 
all contracts. 


They agreed, and the meeting was 


called July 8th. The contract was 
then agreed upon, whereby Eberhardt 
was to have control of the Cincinnati 
brick market, as shown by thecontraot. 
Several contractors bought the brick at 
a lower price than the combine was 
asking, but most of the blocks were 
thrown out until the matter culminated 
in the condemnation of two entire 
barge loads and a law suit. 


Eberhardt 
was making overtures 


meanwhile, and on Oct. 5, 1896, they 
went into the combine, signing the pool 
contract. 
All parties were enjoined 


to silence' and" no duplicate copies of 
the agreement were given. 


The Post says that the agreement 


between the companies is as follows: 


"Witnesseth, That each party hereto, 


in consideration of one dollar and other 
valuable consideration, the receipt of 
which is hereby acknowledged, cov- 
enants and agrees, that during the 
period of four years he will and does 
appoint J. A. Bberhardfc, its exclusive 
commissioner, to make sales for it for 
all street-paving brick or block of their 
manufacture, for the city of Cincin- 
nati, O.. and Chat they will not make 
sales 'or quote prices to any other per- 
son, partnership or corporation of said 
city."It is further understood and agreed 
that the price shall be 75 cents per 
square yard, delivered f. o. b. Cincin- 
nati, O. "And the said J. A. Eberhardt, 
commissiom r shall account to the 
above named plants at the rate of sev- 
enty-five (75) cents per square yard f. 
o. b., Cincinnati, O., for all merchant- 
able brick sold and delivered, payments 
to be at the rate of 80 per cent, on the 
15th of each month 
for 
previous 


month's shipments, and balance due as 
soon thereafter as estimate can be had. 


"It is also agreed that J. _A. Eber- 


hardt, commissioner, will apportion 
sales aud shipments equally between 
the above parties named in rotation, as 
written, and advise all parties hereto 
as such apportionments are made, and 
as the several contracts for brick pav- 
ing are let in said city to keep each 
party herato properly advised. 


"We, the undersigned, have this 


fifth day of October, 189S, entered into 
above agreement with consent of at- 
tached signers to participate with them 
in ail t hair the agreement implies.

Saw Her Before.

A peculiar case is that of Harvey 


B. Salters, received from Lawrence 
county, 'May 16," 1890 to serve a two- 
year sentence on the charge of bigamy. 
Salters has been confined in the prison 
asylum since last September, having 
completely lost his memory. 
Warden 


Coffin heard of his case and went San- 
day afternoon to see and talk with the 
man. 
He found the prisoner all rght 


apparently and able to talk intelli- 
gently on ordinary matters, bnt he 
could not remember the nama of the 
warden, or the name of the guard. 
He can tell about ths time of day, but 
he cannot always tell whether or not 
he has had a meal on that day. 
He 


stated to the warden that he got hun- 
gry about every hour, bnt he "did not 
know when the hour would come." He 
cannot toll the day of the week, nor 
can he tell a single incident 1 that has 
happened with bnt one or two excep- 
tions. His memory is singularly clear 
about fights he has engaged in since he 
came to the asylum and he never for- 
gets the name or face of a party who 
has affronted him. 
Guard 
Fenner 


stated that Salters could not remember 
the guard's name or face, and could not 
tell his own name or where he came 
from. 
The prisoner evidently has 110 


knowledge of the pluce in which he 
spends his time nor why he is there. A 
singular coincidence in the case hap- 
pened. 
The svorden, after asking the 


prisoner a great; many questions to tost 
Ilia memory, and finding that 
his 


mental faculties have become almost 
entirely useless, returned fco his office 
only to find that the latest wife of Sal- 
ters, who lives in Portsmouth, was in 
the office waiting to visit her illegal 
•husband. 
The young woman stated 


that she had married Salters when she 
•was bnt 18 years of age, beiug forced 
to marry him by her parents, who 
thought everything Salters said was 
Gospel and everything ho did was all 
right. Tho warden embraced this op- 
portunity to test the memory of the un- 
fortunate in another way. 
He thera- 


lore accompanied the woman to the 
•asylum to seo Salters, and, to her as- 
tonishment, Salters did not recognize 
her. 
To every statement of his wife he 


replied that he did not know her and 
.had never seen her before. The woman, 
'however, stated that he had been a 
•very bad man, according to his state- 
ments to her after their marriage, and 
•Guard Fonuor states that with an ap- 
parent gleam of returning memory, 
Salters looked at her a second and said, 
•"What did yon want; to tell that for?" 
:Salters was left still prostestiug that he 
/never saw that woman before and in 
•five minutes ho had forgotten that she 
had been in the prison. 
He seems to 


be healthy and strong in every way 
bnt mentally, and his case would be 
eagerly studied by 
the student of 


mental 
phenomena. — Ohio 
State
